A native of Philadelphia, James M. Baxter came to Newark in response to the 
Board of Education’s request for a male teacher for its Colored Children’s School. 
He taught in this school for over 45 years, teaching both day and evening classes, 
and for many years served as Principal. As Newark’s first Black principal, Baxter 
campaigned tirelessly to have Black students admitted to the High School and the 
regular public schools of the City. His efforts were at last successful. Many of his 
students, including his own five children, went on to higher education and pro- 


fessional careers.
